The  Associated  Boarth  of  Trade  of 
Vancouver  Island  by  fuiictioiung  all 
the  time  c«n  prove  a  prime  fftctor  in 
the  develoiiment  of  Island  co-opera- 
tion,  a  movement  which  h»i  been 
•pontored  by  th«  local  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  It  i«  necessary  to  empha- 
sise, however,  that  ii  the  beat  •e»ul»i 
am  to  be  aceompHabad  then  in  that 

body  an  interior  orRanization  sliotild 
b«  bollt  up  composed  of  those  who 
will  be  abla  to  give  a  good  deal  of 
tioie  to  the  jconsideration  of  Vancou- 
w«r  Island  s  problems.  It  is  desirable, 
too,  that  there  should  ba  a  fully  com- 
i.rtdit  man  srlectpd  to  act  as  a  link 
between  the  different  boards  of  trade, 
to  keep  in  parpatsal  touch  with  them 
and  to  be  in  a  position  to  report  at 
any  tmic  on  any  new  problem  that 
may  arfse.  It  should  be  emphasircd. 
too,  that  the  Associated  Boards  of 
Trade  can  only  claim  the  right  to 
•peak  for  Vancouver  Nlan  l  a>.  a 
whole  provided  that  they  have  public 
opinion  un  their  side. 

lo  mattera  relating  to  Berelopment 
work  on  Vancouver  Island,  in  which 
the  Provincial  Government  can  assist, 
it  ia  citMdal  that  when  the  new  co- 
operative movement  makes  its  voice 
heard  it  should  have  the  backing  of 
the  Island  members  of  the  Legisla- 
ture Their  responsibility  for  repre- 
senting the  people  of  Vancouver  Island 
in  outlining  projects  i>>r  d<  v<lopmcnt 
cannot  be  questioned.  Whatever  or- 
ganization is  developed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  implementing  unity  of  acti.  n 
in  the  name  of  the  Island  will  find 
it  is  imperative,  where  i<»  relattens 
with  the  Legislature  are  concerned,  to 
call  the  Island  members  to  iU  coun- 
cils. We  are  persuaded  that  it  is  the 
intention,  and  it  is  only  by  securing 
united  action  by  the  elected  repre- 
sentatives of  the  people,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  organizations  particularlv 
devoted  to  development  projects,  that 
harmony  and  success  will  be  assured. 

We  would  like  to  see  built  up  out 
of  this  co-operative  movement  a  com- 
pendium of  informatkm  about  Van- 
c.iivrr  Island.

and.  thereby,  to  abaist  tfc  HMD  buttding 
up  of  industrial  enterpriae.  A  co- 
operative movement  impHts  that  those 
interested  know  the  purposes  for 
which  they  are  advocating  unity  In 
the  main  the  idea  i»  to  promote  a 
greater  maasurc  ol  prosperity  on  Van- 
couver Island.  It  in  essential  to  know 
everything  possible  about  the  basis  on 
which  this  can  be  constructed,  and 
that  is  why  wc  say  there  should  he  a 
compendium  of  information  compiled 
upon  which  tho  eo-operative  movement 

that  is  about  to  be  launched  can  act. 
The  thing  is  to  promote  a  perpetual 
interest  in  community  actk>n.

At  the  last  examination  held  seven- 
teen per  cent  of  the  girls  were  found 
to  have  a  definite  enlargement  of  the 
in  k  Apparently  the  treatment  em- 
ployed is  the  administration  of  small 
doses  of  iodine  m  the  form  of  choc- 
olate tablets.  Mr.  James  H.  Conlon, 
the  editor  •  of  Canadian  Fisherman, 
writes  interestingly  on  the  subject  of 
goitre  and  anything  on  that  matter 
should  receive  attention  as  there  is 
seemingly  a  goiterous  belt  in  Canada 
due  to  a  dearth  of  indigenous  iodine, 
idr.  Conlon  points  out  that  seafish 
contain  iodine  .  ntcesaary  to  the 
thyroi.l  glands  That  circumstance 
should  he  utilized  to  prevent  the 
spread  ol  goitre. 

Mr.  ('onion's  chief  .subject  is  fish, 
and  he  has  much  to  say  in  favor  of 
that  edible.     He   asks   why  there 

shouhl  l.c  Midi  expedients  as  that 
adopted  in  the  case  of  goitre  in  the 
High  School  of  Montreal  or  that 
.Irvcloped  in  Michigan  of  impregnat- 
HiK  common  table  salt  with  iodine, 
l  lure  is  a  natural  corrective  in  the 
consumption  of  fish.  Mr.  Conlon 
points  out,  too,  that  it  is  from  fish 
that  the  original  cure  for  diabetes  was 
obtained.  Fish  also  contain  elements 
that  banish  ricketts  and  numerous 
other  afflictions  of  mankind,  and  only 
recently  an  eminent  British  scientist 
discovered  in  f'sh  a  cure  for  tuber- 
culosis which  promises  to  rival  in  im- 
porunce  the  find  of  insulin.  Canada 
has  immense  fish  resources  but  wc 
doubt  if  they  are  sufficiently  utilized 
for  combatting  disease. 


Those  seeking  to  estimate  the  trend 
of  the  Brftfsh  election  campaign  will 

have  a  somewhat  difficult  task  to  do 
so  on  the  strength  of  the  majority  of 
the  dispatches  which  appear  in  the 
press  of  this  continent.  The  vast  bulk 
of  those  dispatches  are  prepared  for 
consump«k>n  in  the  United  States.  It 
may  be  noted  that  the  grea'ef.l  possi- 
ble stress  is  laid  on  rowdyism  at  elec- 
tion meetings.  Every  incident  savor- 
ing of  a  revolutionary  tint  is  given 
prominence.  The  impression  is  created 
that  it  is  difficult,  even  impoasibla.  on 

many  f>ccasions  for  speakers  opposing 
Labor  to  make  themselves  heard. 
There  is  rowdyism,  no  doubt.  There 

is  organi7e<l  rowdyism  by  Socialists 
and  Communists  because  they  arc  in- 
tolerant of  listening  to  refutation  of 
their  arguments.  Tbe  revolutionary 
song,  "The  Red  Flag."  is  sung  at 
■MCtings,  just  as  it  was  sung  in  the 
last  election  campaign,  just  as  it  is 
sung  any  Sunday  within  hearing  of 
the  crowds  who  pass  to  and  fro  at  tba 
Marble  Arch.  Jwt  M  it  has  been  sung 
in  the  corridors  of  the  Houses  of  Par- 
ligment  It  is  the  incidents  betoken- 
ing signs  of  unrest  that  are  given 
prominence  in  many  of  tha  news  dis- 
patches to  this  continent.  They  are 
but  mere  incidents  of  the. campaign. 

Thus,  in  Attempting  to  estimate  the 
political  proepects  in  Britain,  it  should 
ba  remembered  that  the  fervor  natural 
to  extremists  makea  them  appear  to 
have  a  place  in  the  counciK  of  ihor 
party  wholly  disproportioiiatc  to  their 
ntimbers.  There  was  just  one  Com- 
mwist  member  in  the  last  Henne  of 
Commons.  That  member  ia  not  again 
a  candidate,  and  he  has  'abandoned 
rowmilem  aa  a  form  of  propaganda.

Liabnr  Party  and  its  Cn— wn»t  n 


(".eneva's  attitude  towards  tlic 
British  Navy  is  dealt  with  by  The 
London  Morning  Post  somewhat 
caustically.  That  paper  says:  'The 
late  Lord  Salisbury  said  that  the 
British  Fleet  could  not  climb  the 
Caucasus,  but  apparently  it  may  be 
commanded  from  the  Alps.  The 
League  of  Nations  is  an  institution 
upon  which  the  British  ICmpire  \k  in 
a  permanent  minority.  It  is,  in  fact, 
a  foreign  body  upon  which  wc  shall 
presently  see  representatives  of  Oer- 
many  and  of  Soviet  Russia.  It  is 
perched  in  the  centre  of  Europe  well 
outside  the  range  of  British  influence, 
and  might  even  be  hostile  in  secret 
intention  to  thc«British  Empire.  This 

hody  i^  to  secure  the  pcacr  of  the 
world  by  bringing  painless  pressure 
on  any  Power  which  ventures  to  dis 
turb  it  There  is  a  race  of  natives 
in  India  who  are  so  humane  that  they 
will  not  kill  even  a  flea;  and  when 
the  dogs  in  the  villages  become  a 
pest  they  benevolently  impound  them 
within  walls  until  they  die  of  starva- 
tion. Such  is  the  humane  device  of 
the  League  of  Nations'  to  preserve 
the  peace  of  the  world,  and  to  this 
noble  end  the  British  Ngvy  is  to  be 
dedicated."  

L'Evenement  says:  "It  should  he 
pointed  out  that  the  rights  of  the 
Provinces  are  directly  threatened  by 
the  Federal  Government's  attack  on 
the  Vpvcr  Chamber.  Canadian  Con- 
federation is  a  pact  to  which  the 
ancient  legislatures  gave  their  adhcr 
ence.  If  the  conditions  of  the  con 
tract  are  changed,  the  formal  consent 
of  the  Provinces  to  the  amcndnu m 
would  be  worth  something.  The  Mari- 
time Provinces,  which  arc  complaining 
of  being  badly  treated,  might  very 
well  profit  by  this  aggression  against 
the  constitution  to  leave  a  commu- 
nity which  does  not  give  them  satis- 
faction.

But  it  is  not  the  internal  situation 
that  is  disquieting  to  the  press  of  th;

For  our 
part  we  cannot  understand  this  feel- 
ing We  do  not  see  any  anemy  with 
sufficient  power  or  resources  to  in- 
flict serious  injury  to  the  United 
States  looming  op  on  the  horizon.  We 
cannot  conceive  of  any  foreign  nation 
being  so  foolishly  advised  as  to  at- 
tempt an  atUck  upon  the  United 
States.  A  nation  which  has  asserted 
dominion  over  nearly  half  a  continent 
of  wonderful  resources,  and  controls 
two  great  seaboards,  surely  ne«d  not 
fear  the  enmity  of  any  power  iwder 
the  sun.

Still  the  United  States  seems  to 
fear  that  it  will  be  attacked,  and  the 
press  of  the  United  States  is  urging 
the  Government  to  prepare  for  an  at- 
tack. The  Government  is  told  that 
it  must  be  prepared  for  war,  an  1  in 
particular  that  it  must  ba  prepared  for 
war  in  the  air.  It  must  build  aerial 
dreadnoughts,  and  tlu  .tinioKd  cars  it

Of  course  the  industrial  aitivitv  in 
Germany,  in  Belgium  and  in  France 
is  affecting  the  business  of  the  work- 
men as  well  as  the  business  of  the  oiii- 
ployers  in  Britaiti.

When  1  see  the  eold  blodded  In- 
dlffert  n'-e  dlspla.\ed  by  the  (iovem 
ment  at  Ottawa  U  makes  me  a.shamed 
of  my  Canadian  cltlsenshlp.  1  have 
deoided.  therefore,  to  offer  every  acre 
of  land,  my  pulp  mllla.  farma,  houses 
and  whatever  other  property  I  own 
In  Nova  Scotia  for  sale  to  tha  flrat 
buyer  who  comes  along  and  to  Join 
In  the  exodus  to  another  country.  I 
am  so  dlsguBted  with  reeent  revela- 
tions th.it  I  do  ihi.s  notwithstanding 
my  conviction  that  timber  lands  will 
double  In  value  within  two  years.
